To ailitt this weaknefs of our nature 
many. methods have been propofed, all of 
which may be juftly fufpeéted of being in- | 
effefual ; for no art of memory, however 
its effects ve been boafted cr admired, has 
been cver adopted 4:,t0 general ufe, nor have 
thofe who poilefed it, appeared to excel 
others in readinefs of recollection or multi- 
plicity of att::aments. ae 

There is another art of which all have 
felt the ‘vact, hough ‘Themiitocles only 
coved cit. We fuffer equal pain from the 
pertiag iovs e+hefion of unwelcome images, 
as from <2 cvanefcence of thofe which are 


pleating and ufcful ; and it may be doubt: ; 


ed whether we fhould be more benefited by 
the art of Memory or the art of Forget- 
fulness. 

Forcetfulnefs is neceflary to Remem- 
brance. Ideas are retained by renovation 
of that imprefiion which time is always 


furely to: dread the future is more reafona- | 
ble than to Jament the paft.. The bufinefs 

of*life is to go forwards, he who fees evil in 

profpect meets it in his way, but-he who 

catches it by retrofpeétion turns back to find 

it. That which is feared may fometimes be 

avoided, but that which is regretted to-day 

mav be regretted again to-morrow. 

Regret is indeed ufeful and virtuous, and 
not only allowable but neceffary, when it 
tends to the amendment of life, or to: ad- 
monition of error which we may be again 
in danger of committing. Buta very fmall: 
part of the moments fpentin meditation on 
the paft, produce any reafonable caution or 
falusary forrow. Mboit ofthe mortifications 
that we have fuffered; arofe from the con- 
currence of local and’ temporary circum- 
ftances which can never meet again, and 
moft of our difappointments have fucceeded 
expectation, which life allows not to be 
formed a fecond time. 

It would add much to human happinefs, 
if an art could be taught of forgetting all 
of which the remembrance is at once ufelefs 
and afflictive, if that pain which never can: 
end in pleafure could be driven totally.a- 
!way, that the mind might perform its func-- 
;tions without incumbrance, and the paft 
‘might no longer encrcach upon the prefent. 

Linde can be done well to which the 
whole mind is not applied; the bufinefs of 
every day calls for the day to which it is 
afligned, and he will have little leifure to 
regret yelterday’s vexations who refolves not 
to have a new fubjett of regret to-morrow. 

But to forget or to remember at pleafure, 


“wearing away, and which new images are | are equally beyond the power of man. . Yet 


ftriving to obliterate. If ufelefs thoughts 
could be expelled from the mind, all the 
valuable parts of our knowledge would 
more frequcatly recur, and every recurrence 
would reimtate them in their former place.

Philofophy has accumulated precept upon 
precept, to warn us againft the anticipation 
of future calamities. All ufelefs mifery is 
certainly folly, and he that feels evils before 
they come may be defervedly cenfured; yet

| times of recollection, fo the power of forget- 
ting is capable of improvement. Reafon 
will, by a refolute conteit, prevail over

fhall direét. 

The incurfions of troublefome thoughts 
are often violent and importunate; and it 
is not eafy to a mind accuftomed to their 
inroads to expel them immediately by put- 
ting better thoughts into motion; but this 
enemy of quiet is above all others weakened 
by every defcat; the refie€tion which hae 
been once overpowered and ejected, feldom 
returns with any formidable power. 

Employment is the great inftrament of 
intelle2ual dominion. ‘The mind cannot 
retire from its enemy into total vacancy, or 
turn aide from one object but by pafling to 


another. The gloomy and the refentful are 
always found among thofe who have no- 
thing to do,-or that do nothing. We muft 
be bufy about good or evil; and he to whom 
the prefent offers nething will be looking 
backward on the paft.

Mills’s evidence in Court 
contradiéted, in a great meafure, the teltimony 
the had given before the Juftice who committed 
them : and upon fumming up the evidence the 
‘ Judge cautioned the Jury from giving credit to 
any thing advanced by Mills againft Lardner, 
fince if that was admitted, women killing their 
baitard children might charge the murder on 
any innocent perfon. The Jury, after fome de- 
bate, returned a verdi& that the child was mur- 
dered, but that they knew not on whom to 
charge the murder: on being again fent out, 
Acquitted Mills and found Lardner Guilty : On 
being fent out a third time begged the Judge's 
direétions; and at a fourth confultation acquit- 
ted both the prifoners.

DEATHS. 

Fuly 6. SirWm Pepperel, Bart. aged 63, Lieut. 
Gen. of his Majefty’s forces, and Col. of the 52d 
regiment. He wasthe youngeft fon of William 
Pepperel, Efq; a native of the Weft of England. 
He was bred a Merchant, and principally em- 
ployed himfelf in mercantile affairs till 1745, 
when at the importunate defire of the then Go- 
vernor and Council of New England, and the 
other provinces, he undertook the chief come 
mand of the American forcesagainft Louifbourg 
in 1745, which place he reduced after a fiege of 
49 days. For this fignal fervice his Majefty was

aronet of Great Britain, and appointed him 
Colonel of a new regiment to be raifed on that 
occafion. In the year 1755 he was promoted 
to the rank of Major General, and in 1758 to 
that of Lieutenant General. He has left a widow 
and one daughter, with five grand children, 
to the eldeit of which he hath bequeathed a very 
large eftate.

In the fecond place,the difappearance of Clark 
is ftrrveited as an argument of his being dead: 
but the uncertainty of fuch an inference from 
thet, and the falltbility of all concluiions of 
tt » from fuch a circumttance, are too 
obvious, and too notorious, to require In-

z. The bones, thought to be thofe of the 
anchoreis Rotia, were but lately difcovered in 
a cell at Royitou, cniire, fa'r, and undecayed, 
though ihicy mult have lain jaterred for feveral 
centuries, as is proved by Dr. Stukely. *. 

3- But our own country, nay, almof this 
neigubourhood, fupplies another initance: for 
ia January, 1747, was found by Mr. Stovift, 
accumpanied by a reverend Geatieman, the 
bones, in part, of iome reclufg, in the cell at 
Lindholm, near Hatfield. ‘They were believ- 
ed to be thoie of William of Lindholm, a 
hermit, who had long made this cave his habi- 
tation. 

q4- In February 1744, part of Woburn ab- 
bey being pulled down, a large portion of a 
corpie appeared, even with the flefh on, and 
which bore cutting with a knife; though it is 
certain this had laid above 200 years, and how 
much longer is doubtful; for this abbey was 
founded ia 1145, and diilolved in 1538 or 9.

more fingular and extracrdinary ? Whertas, 
in fuét, there ts nothing extracrdinary in it. 
My Lore, a cvery piace conceals {uch re- 
in ficids, in hills, in highway fides, 
commons, he frequent aad ualufpecied 
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bones. And our prefent allotments for ref 
for the departed, is but of fome centuries. 

Another particular feems not to claim a lit- 
tle of your Lordfhip’s notice, and that of the 
Gentlemen of the jury ; which is, that per- 
haps no example occurs of more than one skeé- 
Jeton being found in ove cell ; and in the cell 
in queftion was found but ove ; agreeable, in 
this, to the peculiarity of every other known 
cell in Britain. Not the invention of one ske- 
Jeton, then, but of two, would have appeared 
fulpicious and uncommon. 

But then, my Lord, to attempt to identify 
thefe, wien even to identify living men fome- 
times has proved fo difficult, as in the cafe of 
Perkin Warbeck and Lambert Symnei at home, 
and of Don Sebaitian abroad, will be Jooked 
upoa perhaps as an attempt to determine what 
is ud-terminavle. And I hope too it will not 

ais uncontidered here, where Gentlemen be- 
a with caution, think with reafon, and de- 
cide with humanity, what intereft the endea- 
vour to dothis is calculated to ferve,in aligning 
proper perfonatity to thofe bones, whofe par- 
ticular appropriation can only appear to eter- 
nal Omniicience. 

Permit me, my Lord, alfo, very humbly to 
remonttrate, that, as human bones appear to 
have been the infeparable adjuncts of every 
cell, even any perfon’s naming fuch a place at 
random as containing them, in this cafe, fhews 
him rather unfortunate than confcious pre- 
fcient, and that thefe attendants on every her- 
mitage only accidentally concurred with this 
conjecture. A mere cafual coincidence of 
ewords and thiags. 

But it feems another fkeleton has been difco- 
vered by fome labourer, which was full as con- 
fidently averred to be Clark's as this. My Lord, 
muft fome of the living, if it promotes fome 
intereft, be made anfwerable for all the bones 
that earth has concealed, and chance expofed ? 
And might not a place where bones lay be men- 
tioned by a perfon by chance, as well as found 
by a labourer by chance? Or, is it more cri- 
minal accidentally to name where bones lie, than 
accidentally to fiud where they lie? 

Here too is a human skull produced, which is 
fractured; but was this the cau/e, or was it the 
confequence of death; was it owing to vio- 
lence, or was it the effect of natural decay? If 
it was violence, was that violence before or af- 
ter death ? My Lord, in May, 1732, the re. 
mains of William Lord Archbithop of this pro- 
vince were taken up, by permiffion, in this ca- 
thedral, and the bones of the skull were found 
broken ; yet certainly he died by no violence 
offered to him alive, that could occafion that 
fra&ture there. 

Let it be confidered, my Lord, that, upon the 
Giffolution of religious houfes, and the com- 
mencement of the Reformation, the ravages of 
thofe times both affected the living and the dead. 

In fearch after imaginary treafures, coffins were 
broken up, graves and vaults dug open, monu- 
ments ranfack'd, and fhrines demoiithed ; your 
Lordthip knows that thefe violations proceeded 
fu far, as to occasion parliamentary authority 
to reftrain them ; and it did, about the begin 
ing of the reign of Queen Elizabeth. I entreat 
your Lordthip fuffer not the violences, the de- 
predations, and the iniquities of thofe times to 
be imputed to this. 

Moreover, what Gentleman here is ignorant 
that Knaresbrough had a caftle ; which, tho’ 
now aruin, was once confiderable both for its 


ftrength and garrifon. All know it was vigor- 
oufly befieged by the arms of the Parliament: 
at which fhege, in fallies, confli&ts, flights, pur- 
fuits, many feil in all the places round it; and 
where they fell were buried 3 for every place, 
my Lord, is burial earth in war; and many, 
queftionlefs, of thefe reft yet unknown, whofe 
bones futurity fhall difcover. 

I hope, with all imaginable fubmiffion, that 
what has been faid will not be thought imperti- 
nent to this indiétment ; and that it will be far 
trom the wifdom, the learning, and the inte. 
grity of this place, to impute to the living what 
zeal in its fury may have done; what nature 
may have taken off, and piety interred ; or what 
war alone may have dettroyed, alone depo- 
fited. 

As to the circumftances that have been rak'd 
together, I have nothing to obferve ; but that 
all circumftances whatfoever are precarious, and 
have been but too frequently found lamentably 
fallible; even the ftrongeft have failed. They 
may rife to the utmoft degree of probability ; 
yet are they but probability ftill. Why need I 
uame to your Lordship the two Harrifons re- 
corded in Dr. Howel, who both fuifered upon 
circumftances, becaufe of the fudden difappear- 
ance of their lodger, who was in credit, had 
contracted debts, borrowed money and went 
otf unfeen, and returned again a great many 
years after their execution >? Why name the in. 
tricate affair of Jacques du Moulin, under King 
Charles IT. related by a Gentleman who was 
Council for the Crown ? and why the unhappy 
Coleman, who fuffered innocent, tho’ convicted 
upon pefitive evidence, and whofe children pe- 
rifhed for want, becaufe the world uncharitably 
believed the father guilty. Why mention the 
perjury of Smith, incautioufly admitted King’s 
evidence ; who, to fcreen himfelf, equa''y ac- 
cufed Faircloth and Loveday of the murder of 
Dunn ; the firft of whom, in 1749, was execu- 
ted at Winchefter ; and Loveday was about to 
fuffer at Reading, had not Smith been proved 
perjured, to the fatisfaction of the Court, by 
the Surgeon of the Gofport hofpital. 

Now, my Lord, having endeavoured to thew 
that the whole of this procefs is altogether re- 
pugnant to every part of my life; that it is in- 
confiftent with my condition of health about 
that time; that no rational inference can he 
drawn, that a perfon is dead who fuddenly dif- 
appears ; that hermitages were the conftant re-
